Teresa  Ribera  requesting,  on  behalf  of  the  EU,  consultations 
with  the  USG  on  climate  change  at  the  ministerial  level.  The 
text  of  the  letter  is  as  follows:

The  current  Spanish  Presidency  of  the  Council  of  the  European 
Union  is  persuaded  of  the  need  to  continue  the  international 
dialogue  on  climate  change,  after  the  Copenhaguen  Accord.
